the government; the people are treated as a diſtinct order of 


beings, inferior to the great and rich of the country. If the 
Parliament was the people's parliament as was originally intend- 


ed by the Witenagemots; inſtead of the minifter's parliament, 
the laws would be different; but hitherto they have been the 


miniſter's parliament, and not the people's; this is the deceit 
we with to detect, this is the great abuſe we wiſh to remedy, 
and until the people get proper repreſentatives, which can only 
be obtained by univerſal ſuftrage; we do not ſtrike the evil at. 


As ſource; we. lop off ramifications, but the root continues.

de the people, tor alas! they have no power to innovate ; it 
zs allowed in their faſtidious language that. bad miniſters have 
been guilty of abuſes. How then is it {aid that the people at- 
tack the government when we. wilh ta redreſs the abules? fo 
may it be as juſtly ſaid that the. phyſician is the diſorder ;—the 
Guile is, that the government has yiolated the conſlitution, and 
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the people would defend it; the conſtization is not the goyern- 
ment, they are diſtintt and at enmity, Ken 
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While we are thus infulted and outraged, who#is to preach 
up order and unanimity ? Ves, we will preſerve order and be 
unanimous ; but our order and unanimity ſhall pint to the 
radical redreſs of our grievances, not to a change of men Who 
hall begin their init by a few popular laws, to delude and 
ſilence us; but to a change of meaſures; a total change of an 
., audacious and wicked. ſyſtem, that has occaſioned" ſuch embar- 
raſſments and confuſion, and has reduced the country to a con- 
dition which ſiirpriſes even thoſe who have been the cauſe of it. 
This is the picture of our government, this deformed' hideous 
figure, is what was once deemed uhe moſt beautiful ſtructure 
that was ever raiſed by human wifdom; —but now ſo trauſ- 
formed and diſtorted as to bear no ſemblance of what it was.
